MEXICO CITY, July %.—Many 
prominent Mexican. families, both 
here and abroad, have been fol-

the sunken steamship Merida. The 
liner was wrecked in collision four- 
teen years ago on its way from 
Mexico to New York, and its pas- 
senger list included many promi- 
nent Mexican names. Moreover, 
most of these Mexicans were fiee- 
ing from home for political rea- 
sons and were carrying their moat 
Valuable family treasures, includ- 
ing at least $1,000,000 worth of 
gems and jewelry. 

Among the passengers was the 
entire Madero family in flight from 
the revolution which had resulted 
in the assassination of Francisco 
Madero. This family was regarded 
as one of the wealthiest in Mexico. 
Their loss in the sinking of the 
Merida was perhaps the heaviest 
of any passengers. 

DAW OF SEA 

None of these passengers has an 
legal claim to the treasures which 
the divers will bring up. U 


the law of the sea any rights they 


had in their property have long 
since been outlawed. But there is 
no doubt that many of them will 
endeavor to repu certain 
family treasures from the New 
York syndicate. 

The Merida was sunk on May 
12, 1911, when it was rammed in a 
dense fog by the Admiral Farragut 
of the United Fruit Line. The lat- 
ter ship was not seriously injured 
and there was no lose of life 
aboard either vessel. Litigation in 
the American courts followed and 
an award of $107,000 was made to 
the owners of the Merida and paid

Amundsen - Elleworth 
brings back to civilization. The 
polar waste is a cold and hostile 
expanse of frozen water, fashioned 
by nature into a never-ending pha- 
lanx of fantastically pointed weap- 
ons, some small, Uke daggers; 
some enormous beyond comparison |; 
with any weapon ever ion 
by the hand of man. 

Our first revelation of the power 
of ice came on the day the expe- 
dition landed in Spitsbergen, now 
more than two months ago. ere 
we saw puny man fighting the ice 
with dynamite in an effort to clear 
a way for our ships into Kings 
‘Bay, And it was a long and des- 
perate battle, in which the ice 
ylelded only a narrow lane after 
a stupendous expenditure by man 
of his explosive and ingenuity.
